f)ERHAPS the republican party, in reaching 
i 
its decision regarding the future of Presi- 


dent Coolidge, may recall the defeat of James 
G. Elaine in 1884. President Garfield had been 
assassinated. Elaine beat Arthur in the con- 
test for the next presidential nomination, but 
lost the election. Afterwards it was said that 
Arthur could have been elected. Possibly the 
republican national convention of 1904 had 
this in mind when it nominated Theodore Roose- 
velt for the presidency. Roosevelt had been 
made vice president four years before as a 
method of shelving a "dangerous" politician. 
The chance of President McKinley's assassina- 
tion brought him to the presidency. He was by 
no-means satisfactory to the republican machine 
but he spelled a republican victory. In those 
days the machine felt itself strong enough to 
"handle" a refractory statesman, even though 
hf occupied the office of president. And so, to 
win, the party leaders swallowed the "rough 
rider." 


Thus experience may tell the present re- 


pubican leaders that the nomination of Presi- 
dent Coolidgft in 1924 is the expedient thing. 
Something is adder! to its expediency by the 
character of the man, which from present op- 
portunities of analysis looms large. No doubt 
expediency is further helped by the circum- 
stance that President Coolidge is in no way en- 
tangled in the old political ring. He bears no 
responsibility for things that .may adversely 
be criticised in the Harding administration. He 
is in debt to no one politically. It might be re- 
freshing to take for president a man who has no 
entanglements and no national political back- 
ground. The public might be pleased with the 
idea. 


And even more radical voters can not fail 


to like this man who comes to us with a simple 
dignity, with something fine and clean and 
courageous which all Americans admire. 


It is a long jump to the republican national 


convention. Guesses must take stock of events 
and circumstances still to come. Yet were one to 
hazard a guess as to the identity of the 1924 
republican national nominee, at this reading, it 
would appear to be President Coolidge against 
the field.

executive residence. 


These all seem good reasons for doubting 


the rumor of any material disagreement be- 
tween Governor Elaine and Senator La Fol- 
lette, and no doubt the best of all of them is 
that Senator La Follette is a practical politi- 
cian.

Pro- 


ducts laboratory, here, it was an- 
nounced t o d a y . - T h e development of 
this glue is the latest and most prom- 
ising advanu'! made as a result of the 
long continued search by the govern- 
ment laboratory for a 
satisfactory 


water-proof glue for.wood. 


The blood glues 'now used show 


considerable resistance to moisture, 
but all require pressing with steam 
heated plates, a relatively slow pro- 
cess calling for expensive equipment. 


The 
cold 
press 
blood glue 
has 


greater water resistance than any 
casein or blood glue hitherto tested 
by the laboratory and has sufficient 
strength for use in plywood. Plywood 
test specimens which were placed in 
the fungus pit of the Forest Products
